(AP) — Leaders of the Demo- 
cratically-controlled state legis­ 
lature are optimistic that the 
needed two-thirds vote in both 
the House and Senate can be 
mustered for the second time 
this year to override a veto of 
the governor. 


Aides to Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond agree there is a good pos­ 
sibility for at least 23 erf the 34 
senators to vote for an override 
of Bond's veto of revisions in 
the campaign law. 


But they say there is suf­ 
ficient support for the gover­ 
nor’s position in the House to 
head off enactment of the bill 
over Bond's objections despite 
House Speaker Richard Rab- 
bitt’s claims that 109 House 
members will vote against the 
governor. 
While there was less than 
two-thirds support for the bill 
in the House last spring, Rab- 
bitt said he expects more mem­ 


bers to favor it now because 
Bond has been able to elude 
full economic disclosure by 
means of a blind trust. Bond 
has claimed that since his as­ 
sets are in a blind trust, he 
does not know what they are 
and would not be susceptible to 
conflicts of interest. 


The legislature convenes lat­ 
er today for no more than 10 
days to consider vetoes of the 
bills passed during last winter's 
regular session, and leaders, 
expecting the session to last 
only a few days, say the only 
major attempt at an override 
will be on the campaign law re­ 
vision. 


Last January, the General 
Assembly enacted new nursing 
regulations 
into 
law 
over 
Bond’s objection, marking the 
first veto override in the state 
since 1839. 
Under the campaign law revi­ 
sion, passed in the final mo­ 
ments of the regular session 


last April, provisions that all 
political 
candidates 
disclose 
sources of income over $500 
would be repealed. They would 
be replaced with requirements 
for candidates spending more 
than $500 in an election to dis­ 
close income sources over $6,- 
000 and business interests of 
more than $10,000. 


While the law would lift the 
economic 
disclosure 
require­ 
ment from candidates for mi­ 
nor offices, Bond said the legis­ 
lature went too far in correct­ 
ing that problem since the revi­ 
sion would also make it pos­ 
sible for many legislative can­ 
didates to escape income dis­ 
closure. 


Common Cause in Missouri, 
the self-styled citizens lobby, 
said its own study of campaign 
reports for the primary election 
showed that if the revision had 
been in effect this year 30 per 
cent of the candidates for the 
legislature could have eluded 


disclosure of their sources of 
Income. 
But Missourians for Honest 
Elections, the citizens group 
that spearheaded the initiative 
drive two years ago that led to 
the 4-1 voter approval of the 
campaign law, has called for 
enactment 
of

IMPLICATIONS OF 
THE RHODESIAN WAR 
The communist powers seem to be preparing another 
test of American resolve in southern Africa. The proving 
ground this time around will be Rhodesia, which is now 
coming under intensified guerrilla attack from both 
neighboring Zambia and Mozambique. If reports from 
Mozambique are correct, Soviet and Cuban military 
advisors are showing up in that country to aid in the 
attack. This again could be the camel’s nose in the tent. If 
there is no Western reaction, then Cuban troops them­ 
selves will possibly follow. 
Such outside forces could very well be necessary to 
force a decision, because the Rhodesian whites still will 
not captiulate on the issue of black rule. They see this as 
being the end of the line for them; so they have settled in 
for a long seige. The drawbridge has been raised, so to 
speak, by the decree that those whites who leave will be 
able to take out a maxmimum of $1600 per family. This 
stongly discourages white emigration. 
So it looks like the Rhodesian whites will continue to 
fight. Their recent retaliatory raid into Mozambique 
demonstrates a determination to carry that fight to their 
tormentors. This in turn could force the blacks to ask for 
more active communist military support if they wish to 
bring the conflict to any kind of speedy conclusion. The 
Soviets and Cubans, we think, will be more than happy to 
comply. 
This will put the fat in the fire. Henry Kissinger has 
been pushing the double line that a) the U.S. will not give 
any moral or material help to Rhodesian whites, but b) 
neither will we tolerate any further communist military 
adventures in Africa or elsewhere. If the communists 
now join in the attack on Rhodesia, what does the U.S. 
do? 
Whatever one may think of the Rhodesian cause, we 
believe the U.S. must not allow that country to become 
another Angola. If the whites there are overwhelmed as a 
result of communist military intervention, the precedent 
will be set for a similar attack on South Africa, and in 
that direction lies true catastrophe.

The world has been watching 
the Dutch government handle 
the embarrasing case of a very 
high official who engaged in 
improper actions. 
When allegations were made 
six months ago that Prince 
Bernhard of The Netherlands 
might have accepted more than 
a million dollars in bribes from 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp., the 
Dutch government set up a quiet 
commission of inquiry. There 
were no months of public 
Watergate-type hearings with 
sensational daily exposes. 
The recently released final 
report was firm in its con­ 
clusions about the princes’ 
“unacceptable” 
relationship 
with Lockheed, and it stripped 
him of all his military and 
business positions. At the same 
time, however, the government 
accepted 
his statement of 
apology and regret and an­ 
nounced 
there 
was 
“no 
possibility” 
of 
criminal 
prosecution. 
One of the most attractive and 
charming speakers with whom I 
have ever shared the platform, 
Prince Berhard speaks English 
like an American. Among the 
some 300 organizations to to 
which he has lent his name and 
patronage are the World 
Wildlife Foundation and the 
Bilderbergers, 
an 
annual 
conclave of the most powerful 
men in the Western world which 
he hosts every spring. 
The Bilderbergers take their 
name from the hotel in Holland 
whore they held their first 
meeting in 1954. They have met 
24 times in remote and exclusive 
resorts carefully chosen to 
combine the ultimate in luxury 
with the maximum of security, 
such as Lake como in Italy, 
Knokke in Belgium, Salt- 
s jobaden in Sweden, Megeve in 
France and Cesme in Turkey. 


These meetings are redun­ 
dantly policed by security forces 
that outnumber the guests, the 
lake side of the hotel is guarded 
by naval vessels, the land side 
by goverment troops and ofteo 
by the canine corps. 
The 80 to 100 Bilderbergers 
who attend each year come from 
three different classes. 
First there are the financial 
giants of the Western world, 
such 
as David and Nelson 
Rockefeller, Henry Ford II, 
Baron Rothschild of France, 
Baron 
Lambert of Belgium, 
Giovanni Angelli of Italy, owner 
of Fiat, Barm Wallenberg of 
Sweden 
and 
Robert 
S. 
McNamara of the World Bank. 
Second, there are a few in­ 
fluential newsmen who can be 
relied 
upon 
never to 
report what was said in the 
secret sessions. Over the years, 
these 
have 
included 
representatives from The New 
York Times, Time magazine, 
Newsweek, 
Foreign Affairs, 
Harper’s and the New Yorker. 
Third uk tsuaeroergers in­ 
clude those specially chosen to 
advance to high office. 
At the 1957 conference at 
Sea 
Island, < 
Ga., 
the participants included the 
then- 
unknown names 
of 
McGeorge Bundy, Dean Rusk 
and Henry Kissinger, who later 
rose to become the principal 
foreign 
policy 
advisers, 
respectively, 
to 
Presidents 
Kennedy, Johnson, Nixon and 
Ford. 
La ter meetings were attended 
by Congressman Gerald R. Ford 
and by Zbigniew Brzezinski, 
who is Jimmy Carter’s “Henry 
Kissinger." 
Although the Bilderbergers 
are 
considered the 
most 
powerful and secretive group in 
the free world, no reporter ever 
aks them what was decided at 
their 
meetings 
and 
no 
congressional committee ever 
invites them to explain the# 
decisions.

Rolling ahead with full steam 
is an initiative petition being 
curculated in the state to 
exempt food and medicine from 
the Missouri sales tax. Results 
of the petition campaign clearly 
indicate enough signatures are 
being obtained to put the 
proposal on the ballot in 
November.

tax has universal appeal for 
taxpayers 
when

superficially. More often than 
not an in-depth evaluation of its 
consequences wipes out the

proposition for those willing to 
be realistic about it. 
If the Missouri sales tax were 
to be removed from food and 
medicine, from $150 million to 
$180 million in state revenue 
would be washed out. Common 
sense dictates that such an 
extensive lo6s in state funds 
would have to be replaced by 
higher state taxes. 
Major programs in the state 
are already suffering from lack 
of 
funding. They include 
welfare, schools, mental health 
and higher education among 
others. 
To eliminate sales tax from 
certain items which would force 
a tax increase on others, or 
necessitate levying a new tax ol 
some kind, is a simple case ol 


robbing Peter to pay Paul. The 
taxpayer gains nothing and by a 
shuffle of taxes it is entirely 
possible he could wind up paying 
more. 
According to a reliable tax 
authority in Jefferson City, 130 
Missouri cities now collecting a 
local sales tax—and Warren- 
sburg is one of them—would lose 
a fifth to a fourth of their 
revenue from that source if 
sales tax is removed from food 
and medicine. 
What that would mean for the 
City of Warrensburg comes 
through loud and clear. In the 
last fiscal year revenue from 
our one-cent city sales tax 
totaled $356,620.49. If the city 
sustained a loss of one-fifth of 
that, it would amount to 
$71,324.09. Should the loss go to 
one-fourth, the amount would go 
to $89,155.12. 
This represents a substantial 
annual reduction in Warren- 
sburg’s fiscal capability for 
capital 
improvement con­ 
struction. Since ten per cent of 
the revenue from city sales tax 
is earmarked for our parks, the 
park department would be a 
target for ten per cent of the 
city’s lost revenue. 
Basic to the argument given 
by supporters of the petition is 
the purported benefit for those 
who suffer from povery or are 
on fixed incomes.

Missouri cities now collecting a 
local sales tax—and Warren­ 
sburg is one of them—would lose 
a fifth to a fourth of their 
revenue from that source if 
sales tax is removed from food 
and medicine. 
What that would mean for the 
City of Warrensburg comes 
through loud and clear. In the 
last fiscal year revenue from 
our one-cent city sales tax 
totaled $356,620.49. If the city 
sustained a loss of one-fifth of 


that, it would amount to 
$71,324.09. Should the loss go to 
one-fourth, the amount would go 
to $89,155.12. 
This represents a substantial 
annual reduction in Warren- 
sburg’s fiscal capability for 
capital 
improvement 
con­ 
struction. Since ten per cent of 
the revenue from city sales tax 
is earmarked for our parks, the 
park department would be a 
target for ten per cent of the 
city’s lost revenue. 
Basic to the argument given 
by supporters of the petition is 
the purported benefit for those 
who suffer from poverty or are 
on fixed incomes. Their actual 
benefit, which would be from 
three to four per cent, is 
negligible. It scarcely exists for 
the truly needy, since they are 
presently under state assistance 
programs for welfare and health 
care. 
Approximately $15.5 million 
are paid out by the state for 
medicine alone to more than a 
quarter 
million 
welfare 
recipients. Many of them 
receive aid from the food stamp 
program along with countless 
others who do not qualify as 
truly needy. 
Those who would reap the 
greatest benefit from tax 
exemption on food and medicine 
are the affluent citizens of the 
state. This is a fact to be em­ 
phasized. 
Each of us had better think 
twice about the consequences 
before going all out to support 
this exemption. 
We could find ourselves being 
taxed more heavily on other 
commodities and services as a 
result.

WASHINGTON - Interna­ 
tional wheeler-dealer Adnan 
Khashoggi may soon face crimi­ 
nal charges unless he reveals 
what he knows about millions of 
dollars in foreign payoffs by 
American firms. 
The dashing Khashoggi, a 
close friend of the Saudi Arabian 
royal family, is the target of an 
intensive investigation by the 
Justice Department and the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
Government prosecutors will 
soon decide whether to charge 
him criminally or to file civil 
contempt charges against him to 
force him to testify. There is a 
remote possibility, of course, that 
they will simply drop the case. 
As an intimate of princes and 
generals. Khashoggi was in a 
position to recommend that 
Saudi contracts worth hundreds 
of millions be awarded to US. 
firms. He commanded huge fees 
for his middleman role. 
What has been publicly 
revealed so far about Khashog­ 
gi's involvement with American 
contractors, officals and politi­ 
cians, according to sources close 


to the investigation, onlj 
scratches the surface. 
These disclosures, neverthe­ 
less, have rocked the business 
world. Lockheed admitted it 
paid him $106 million. Northrop 
and General Tire also reportedly 
passed him fat commisssions. 
Khashoggi once told the Wash­ 
ington Post how he blocked a 
$250,000 Northrop bribe intended 
for a Saudi general. “I stopped 
the bribe,” he crowed. “I put it in 
my pocket.” 
Lately, he has been more dis­ 
creet And now, he appears to be 
dodging a US. subpoena for his 
records and testimony. The in 
vestigators are presently con­ 
sidering whether to charge him 
with non-compliance with the 
subpoena. 
Such a charge would make it 
risky for Khashoggi to return to 
the United States. If he does, he 
could be put in jail for up to a 
year, unless he produces the 
documents. 
Footnote: Khashoggi could not 
be reached for comment. In the 
past, he has claimed all pay­ 
ments to him were legitimate.

Prison riots usually afflict only 
maximum security penitenti­ 
aries such as Attica in New 
York. 
But la st m onth at the 
minimum security Allenwood 
prison farm in Pennsylvania, the 
white collar criminals came 
close to revolt when food labeled 
“Not Fit For Human Consump­ 
tion” was delivered to the prison 
kitchen.

NIGHTMARE: Strip miners 
are literally blasting the im­ 


poverished residents of Ap­ 
palachia out of their homes. 
Walls have been cracked, win­ 
dows shattered and a child hit 
by flying rock. 
The Federal Bureau of Mines, 
which is supposed to give some 
protection to the strip miners’ 
neighbors, has devoted less than 
one per cent of its budget to this 
problem.

Inside White House: 
An 
Oval Office Insider 
Reflects Confidentially On 
Ford’s Reaction to Labor’s 
Hammering 
WASHINGTON -- A lot of 
heart, yearning, sweat and toil 
went into President Ford’s 
convention acceptance speech - 
but the nationally significant 
story is in what wasn’t written 
into it. 
“Deliberately,” no mention 
was made of special interest 
groups. No appeal to blacks, nor 
to “hispanic origin,” et al. Nor 
to the pluralism of this 
sprawling nation’s religions. 
And, as the President and his 
c'ose colleagues sit and nuise 
over what in earlier days would 
have been dubbed the “game 
plan,” the philosphical thrust of 
his campaign becomes sharper. 
So do his and his President Ford 
Committee’s stratagems for 
countering 
George Meany’s 
massive labor make- or- break 
drive to crush the Republican 
party. 
Sure, Jerry Ford’s political 
activist 
old 
friend 
from 
Michigan 
Elly 
Peterson 
is 
working on Jaunching a labor 
committee to reach for the 23 
million duespayers and their 
families. She’s the President 
Ford 
Committee’s 
deputy 
chairman for special groups. 
That’s standard operating 
procedural campaigning. But 
the President is a realist. Even 
with a helmet he wouldn’t go 
crashing straight into labor 
chief Meany’s lineup. 
But, neither is Mr. Ford 
planning to abandon all hopes 
for heavy union rank- and- file 
support. He’s an old blocking 
center, and that’s how he’ll play 
it. 
As 
an 
extremely 
authoritative voice from the 
Oval Office puts it, this will be 
an “every man (and woman) 
campaign.” 
"In Ford’s acceptance speech 
we didn’t talk about blacks or 
other minorities, ” said the 
voice.

We talked about - and will 
continue to talk about right 
through November - America in 
general. 
“In the speech we didn’t pick 
out 
any 
particular kind. 
Deliberately. We didn’t pitch for 
the interest groups. We’re just 
not going to do that. We’re going 
in for equal appeals. That’s our 
bid for the labor vote, because 
that’s part o( America, isn’t it? 
And that’s what government’s 
for.” 
There are special surveys, 
reports and polls on the 
President’s 
desk. One par­ 
ticularly interests him and the 
handful of strategists working 
on the "substantive” policies 
while the President Ford 
Committee does the politicking 
and old Army platoon leader 
Sen. Dole hits the hustings with 
war cries charging that the 
enemy is taking orders from big 
labor. 
This survey , which has been 
analyzed and re-analyzed, 
shows a dramatically sharp 
change in priorities of the 
average young married couple 
and new family. Says one of the 
Oval Office intimates: “We find 
that over the past 10 years their 
basic interests have change

This goes right to the average 
yearnings of the average ear­ 
ners. And this would have a 
double Messing - we would go 
right to the heart of the people 
and would stimulate building 
and construction and help put 
the jobless in that field back to 
work.” 
Perhaps this is what has kept 
the AFL-CIO Building and 
Construction Trades Depart­ 
ment president Robert Georgine 
coming quietly into the White 
House from time to time - and 
moved him to fly out to the 
Republican convention for a day 
or so. 
So the Oval Office isn’t 
planning to run around Meany’s 
broad- beamed back. Nor go 
over his head. Nor to blast him. 
Rather, Jerry Ford will reach 
out for the “average guy” and 
“the little guy.” The President 
will appeal to the family which 
is worried about its savings 
being eaten up, harassed by the 
fear of losing what seemed to be 
permanent jobs, frightened by 
the thought of catastrophic 
illness, angered by busing of 
schoolchildren or apprenhensive 
of what may happen to “the old 
folk$.” 
“It will be an appeal to 
Americans for Ford, hot labor 
for Ford,” ssaid the voice. “ 
said the voice. “We will tell 
them we aren’t kidding you. The 
Democrats are. They will 
promise a hell of a tot and you 
will pay for it. Who else?” 


Thus the thrust will be a

“We think we’ve got inflation 
beat,” said the Oval Office chap. 
“We believe the average 
American is living a pretty good 
life.

So 
there’s the answer to your 
question That’s our apprach to 
American labor. We’re not 
reaching for any special interest 
group but we’ll fight for any 
group getting clobbered by 
anyone.”

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WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
said today it will allow 10 
strong medicines, available un­ 
til now wily on a doctor’s or­ 
ders, to be sold without pre­ 
scription. The drugs are used to 
treat symptoms of coughs, cold, 
allergies and asthma. 
The agency predicted the de­ 
cision, coming just ahead of the 
traditional season for colds and 
hay fever, will save consumers 
money by reducing trips to the 
doctor’s office and time lost 
from work. The average Ameri­ 
can suffers three colds each 
year, experts say. 
A panel of outside scientists 
had recommended the action on 
the basis of its three-year study 
of the 35,000 to 50,000 cough and 
cold remedies sold without pre­ 
scription. 
The panel also said: 
—No non-prescription cough 
or cold drug should contain 


more than three active in­ 
gredients, and each of them 
must be from a different group 
such as cough suppressant, nas­ 
al decongestant and antihista­ 
mines. 
—The FQA should require la­ 
bels on non-prescription cough- 
and-cold remedies to be more 
specific, emphasize that the 
products give only temporary 
relief from symptoms rather 
than cure the ailments, carry 
warnings if aspirin is present, 
and advise patients to see a 
doctor if the problem persists. 
—There is no scientific justi­ 
fication for the claim that vita­ 
min C prevents or cures a com­ 
mon cold. The report recom­ 
mended against approving it 
for that purpose until controlled 
clinical studies prove it is effec­ 
tive. 
The FDA decided to aUow the 
sale of the 10 strong drugs im­ 
mediately. The panel’s other 


recommendations were being 
reviewed by FDA officials, al­ 
though Sherwin Gardner, acting 
FDA commissioner, indicated

ST. LOUIS (AP) - Refun­ 
dable tax credits for the pur­ 
chase of private health insur­ 
ance are more practical than 
comprehensive national health 
insurance, Republican U.S. Sen­ 
ate candidate John C. Danforth 
said Tuesday. 
Attacking a health insurance 
program proposed by Sen. Ed­ 
ward Kennedy, D-Mass., Atty. 
Gen. Danforth laid out his own 
plan in a nine-page health posi­ 
tion paper. 
The Kennedy health plan’s 
$68 billion price tag makes it 
out of the question, Danforth 
said, because it might fuel in­ 


flation or retard economic re­ 
covery. 
Instead, he proposed a tax 
credit which would be refun­ 
dable if the tax due the govern­ 
ment were less than the value 
of the credit. 
"With the maximun credit of 
$200, for example, the tax sav­ 
ings would actually be $200, 
and the amount of the credit 
for any taxpayer would be de­ 
termined on a sliding scale so 
that only lower and middle-in- 
come taxpayers could claim 
full value,” the paper said. 
Danforth said an unlimited 
tax credit would cost about $17 


billion, but that amount could 
be sharply reduced by limiting 
the maximum credit available 
and scaling it down as income 
increases. 
If the credit were designed to 
be a percentage of health insur­ 
ance premiums it would dis­ 
courage "overbuying and over­ 
consumption of health serv­ 
ices.” 


It would leave health care de­ 
cisions in the hands of individ­ 
uals and could be administered 
through the Internal Revenue 
Service without requiring more 
bureaucracy, Danforth said.

What's the law?

DEAR DR. LAMB - Could 
you please give m e som e in­ 
formation on plantar w arts. I 
have had one for about one- 
and-a-half years. Now I notice 
I’m getting others. I went to a 
podiatrist about eight months 
ago but at the tim e I was 
severely anem ic so he didn’t 
want to begin treatm ent. He 
told m e no m atter what I do I 
shouldn’t have them cut out 
because the scar form ation 
can be more painful than the 
wart. Others have told m e the 
only real way to cure them is 
to have them cut out. What do 
you advise? 
DEAR REA D ER - The 
podiatrist gave you good ad­ 
v ice. P la n ta r w a rts a re 
different than other w arts and 
the treatm ent is not the sam e. 
W arts, regardless of loca­ 
tion. are caused by a virus. 
They are mildly contagious. 
They seem to have a life cycle 
and will disappear on their 
own time. U nfortunately, a 
w art may last five years, but 
many disappear within a year. 
A lth o u g h th e r e m a y be 
several w arts they may all 
disappear about the sam e 
time, suggesting that the body 
has finally developed an im ­ 
munity to them and literally 
expels them . 
• 
One of the problem s about 
removing a w art is that a new 
one may then develop. It is not 
a regrowth of the old one if it 
has been com pletely rem oved, 
but a new w art. It is advisable 
to re m o v e m o s t w a r ts 
because the presence of one 
may lead to a spread with new 
w art form ations 
The plantar w arts are caus­ 
ed by the sam e virus, but the 
location, in the dense tough 
tissues on the bottom of the 
foot, m akes the usual m eans 
of destruction unsatisfactory 
because you may be left with 
a painful scar. It is better to 
live with a painful w art for as 
much as five years than to live 
the rest of your life with a 
painful scar on the bottom of 
your foot. 


Liquid nitrogen to freeze out 
w arts, electrocautery to burn 
t h e m 
o u t , 
a n d 
o t h e r 
t r e a t m e n t s a r e u s e d to 
d e s t r o y 
w a r t s 
in o t h e r 
locations. 
A good method is to apply a 
sm all piece of 40 per cent 
salicylic acid plaster the size 
of the w art. The plaster is 
held in place by a piece of 
w aterproof tape and then 
replaced every three days. 
The w art tissue will turn 
white and can be pared away 
each week This will keep the 
size of the w art down and 
elim inate some of the discom ­ 
fort. In some cases it will 
eventually cure the w art. 
Applications of cold cream 
containing five per cent for­ 
malin can also be used in 
some cases 
Some p atien ts develop a 
sensitivity to form alin and if 
there is any sign of a rash the 
treatm ent should be stopped 
For other w arts, rem oval by 
liquid n itro g en is usually 
successful. All of the methods 
to destroy w arts m ust be done 
under a physician’s supervi­ 
sion. A strong medicine called 
cantharidin can be applied to 
a w art and the area covered 
with collodion and properly 
dressed. Regardless of the 
method, the successful ones 
depend on d e stro y in g the 
wart-infected tissue. 
Some folk medicine cures 
seem to work on occasions 
Usually this is a happy coin­ 
cidence with the treatm ent 
being applied just at the tim e 
the w a rt w as all through 
anyway.

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Delays removal 
of plantar warts 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - Could 
you please give me some in­ 
formation on plantar warts. I 
have had one for about one- 
and-a-half years. Now I notice 
I’m getting others. I went to a 
podiatrist about eight months 
ago but at the time I was 
severely anemic so he didn’t 
want to begin treatment. He 
told me no matter what I do I 
shouldn’t have them cut out 
because the scar formation 
can be more painful than the 
wart. Others have told me the 
only real way to cure them is 
to have them cut out. What do 
you advise? 
DEAR READER — The 
podiatrist gave you good ad­ 
vice. Plantar w arts are 
different than other warts and 
the treatment is not the same. 
Warts, regardless of loca­ 
tion, are caused by a virus. 
They are mildly contagious. 
They seem to have a life cycle I 
and will disappear on their 
own tíme. Unfortunately, a 
wart may last five years, but 
many disappear within a year. 
Although th ere m ay be 
several warts they may all 
disappear about the same 
time, suggesting that the body 
has finally developed an im­ 
munity to them and literally 
expels them. 
- 
One of the problems about 
removing a wart is that a new 
one may then develop. It is not 
a regrowth of the old one if it 
has been completely removed, 
but a new wart. It is advisable 
to rem o v e m ost w a r t s 
because the presence of one 
may lead to a spread with new 
wart formations. 
The plantar warts are caus­ 
ed by the same virus, but the 
location, in the denke tough 
tissues on the bottom of the 
foot, makes the usual means 
of destruction unsatisfactory 
because you may be left with 
a painful scar. It is better to 
live with a painful wart for as 
much as five years than to live 
the rest of your life with a 
painful scar on the bottom of 
your foot. 


Liquid nitrogen to freeze out 
warts, electrocautery to burn 
them o u t, 
and 
o th er 
treatm en ts are used to 
destroy w arts in other 
locations. 
A good method is to apply a 
small piece of 40 per cent 
salicylic acid plaster the size 
of the wart. The plaster is 
held in place by a piece of 
waterproof tape and then 
replaced every three days. 
The wart tissue will turn 
white and can be pared away 
each week. This will keep the 
size of the, wart down and 
eliminate some of the discom­ 
fort. In some cases it will 
eventually cure the wart. 
Applications of cold cream 
containing five per cent for­ 
malin can also be used in 
some cases. 
Some patients develop a 
sensitivity to formalin and if 
there is any sign of a rash the 
treatment should be stopped. 
For other warts, removal by 
liquid nitrogen is usually 
successful. All of the methods 
to destroy warts must be done 
under a physician’s supervi­ 
sion. A strong medicine called 
cantharidin can be applied to 
a wart and the area covered 
with collodion and properly 
dressed. Regardless of the 
method, the successful ones 
depend on destroying the 
wart-infected tissue. 
Some folk medicine cures 
seem to work on occasions. 
Usually this is a happy coin­ 
cidence with the treatment 
being applied just at the time 
the wart was all through 
anyway.

Jobs bill 
meets key 
opposition 


WASHINGS 
} (AP) - Sup­ 
porters of theTrompti. ey Hawk­ 
ins jobs bill, a major plank in 
the Democratic party platform, 
now are pushing a watered- 
down version of the measure 
because the original proposal 
met key opposition. 
Rep Augustus F. Hawkins, 
D-Calif., with Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., the spon­ 
sor of the bill, is trying to get 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee to approve the re­ 
vised measure today. The back­ 
ers then face the problem of 
getting it on the floor and sent 
to the Senate and approved 
there before Congress adjourns 
for the year on Oct. 2 
The committee passed an 
earlier version in May. How­ 
ever, that bill was blocked by 
the House leadership from com­ 
ing to the House floor after the 
measure attracted a lot of polit­ 
ical lightning. 
The Republican National Con­ 
vention used the bill as a prime 
example of what the GOP con­ 
sidered the tendency of con­ 
gressional Democrats to spend 
huge amounts of tax money 
and to expand government And 
60 of the 81 Democratic fresh­ 
men asked the House lead­ 
ership not to bring up the cost­ 
ly bill because it might hurt 
their re-election chances. 
Under the bill, the president, 
Congress and the Federal Re 
serve would take various steps 
aimed at stimulating private in­ 


dustry to produce new job*. To 
further close the unemployment 
gap, there would be public 
service jobs to employ those 
unable to find work elsewhere 
The 
Ford 
administration 
claims the bill would cost $30 
billion annually. Others esti­ 
mate the cost from $8 billion to 
$16 billion. 
It also has been criticized by 
some supporters of Democratic 
presidential nomineee Jimmy 
Carter, and some liberal econo­ 
mists have said it might be in­ 
flationary. 
Since 
the 
early 
summer, 
Hawkins, organized labor and 
civil nghts oranizations have 
regrouped to revise the bill. 
That revision is up for com­ 
mittee approval. An aide to 
Hawkins 
said 
the 
revisions 
have been endorsed by Carter 
campaign aides and are being 
promoted with vigor by the 
AFL-CIO and other groups 
These are the key changes: 
—The goal of getting unem­ 
ployment down to 3 per cent 
within four years would be for 
adults only The original 3 per 
cent goal was to include per­ 
sons between the age of 16 and 
20 as well as adults By com­ 
parison, the August unemploy­ 
ment rate was 7.9 per cent. 
—An anti-inflationary section 
was inserted to set the goal of 
keeping the annual rate of con­ 
sumer prices at the level they 
are at the time the bill is 
enacted into law. 
—Providing government jobs 
to persons who can’t find other 
work — the so-called “last-re- 
sort’’ jobs — would be delayed 
until two years after the bill 
takes effect.

Jobs bill 
meets key 
opposition 
W A SH IN G ^ (AP) - Sup­ 
porters of the'flfimpu. ey-Hawk- 
ins jobs bill, a major plank in 
the Democratic party platform, 
now are pushing a watered- 
down version of the measure 
because the original proposal 
met key opposition. 
Rep. Augustus F. Hawkins, 
D-Calif., with Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, D-Minn., the spon­ 
sor of the bill, is trying to get 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee to approve the re­ 
vised measure today. The back­ 
ers then face the problem of 
getting it on the floor and sent 
to the Senate and approved 
there before Congress adjourns 
for the year on Oct. 2. 
The committee passed an 
earlier version in May. How­ 
ever, that bill was blocked by 
the House leadership from com­ 
ing to the House floor aft«- the 
measure attracted a lot of polit­ 
ical lightning. 
The Republican National Con­ 
vention used the bill as a prime 
example of what the GOP con­ 
sidered the tendency of con­ 
gressional Democrats to spend 
huge amounts of tax money 
and to expand government. And 
60 of the 81 Democratic fresh­ 
men asked the House lead­ 
ership not to bring up the cost­ 
ly bill because it might hurt 
their re-election chances. 
Under the bill, the president, 
Congress and the Federal Re­ 
serve would take various steps 
aimed at stimulating private in­ 


dustry to produce new jobs. To 
further close the unemployment 
gap, there would be public 
service jobs to employ those 
unable to find work elsewhere. 
The 
Ford 
administration 
claims the bill would cost ISO 
billion annually. Others esti­ 
mate the coat from 98 billion to 
116 billion. 
It also has been criticised by 
some supporters of Democratic 
presidential nominees Jimmy 
Carter, and some liberal econo­ 
mists have said it might be in­ 
flationary. 
Since the early summer, 
Hawkins, organized labor and 
civil rights oranizations have 
regrouped to revise the bill. 
That revision is up for com­ 
mittee approval. An aide to 
Hawkins said the revisions 
have been endorsed by Carter 
campaign aides and are being 
promoted with vigor by the 
AFLrCIO and other groups. 
These are the key changes: 
—The goal of getting unem­ 
ployment down to 3 per cent 
within four years would be for 
adults wily The original 3 per 
cent goal was to include per­ 
sons between the age of I I and 
20 as well as adults. By com­ 
parison, the August unemploy­ 
ment rate was 7.9 per cent. 
—An anti-inflationary section 
was inserted to set the goal of 
keeping the annual rate of con­ 
sumer prices at the level they 
are at the time the bill is 
enacted into law. 
—Providing government jobs 
to persons who can’t find other 
work — the so-called “ last-re- 
sort” jobs — would be delayed 
until two years after the bill 
takes effect.

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Finley delays 
suit vs. Kuhn 


CHICAGO (A P) - Rollie Fin 
gers, Joe Rudi and Vida Blue 
will remain with the Oakland 
A's for the rest of the season 
and the playoffs, attorneys for 
A’s owner Charles O. Finley 
and 
baseball 
Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn say. 
Finley withdrew his request 
Tuesday for a preliminary or­ 
der to overturn Kuhn's ruling 
that he could not sell the three 
stars to the Boston Red Sox 
and the New York Yankees 
“ Neil, 
we’re 
very 
happy, 
aren’t we, about what took 
place?" Finley asked his law­ 
yer, Neil Papiano of Lt* Ange­ 
les, after the postponement of 
further action in the case until 
Nov. 8. 
“ Yes, we are," Paptano told 
newsmen. He said Finley will 
seek a permanent injunction 
against Kuhn’s action at that 
time plus more than $3 5 mil­ 
lion in damages. 
An attorney for Kuhn, Peter 
Bleakley of Washington, said he 
thought the fact that no prelim­ 
inary order was issued against 
the commissioner constituted a 
victory 
Finley refused further com­ 
ment except to say: “ Kansas 
City is going to choke and the 
A s are going to get in the play­ 
offs " He waved away a news­ 
man who persisted in asking 


questions, saying, “ Oh, please 
don't bother me.” 
By the time the hearing gets 
under way, the World Series 
will be over. Finley had sought 
to sell Blue to the Yankees for 
$15 million and the other two 
players to the Red Sox for $1 
million each. Kuhn nullified the 
transaction, saying it was bad 
for baseball. 
If the A’s manage to overtake 
Kansas City and get into the 
playoffs, they will have the 
three stars at their disposal 
and a possible shot at the 
World Series But all three are 
unsigned and, if they remain so 
at the end of the season, be­ 
come free agents.

Finley delays 
suit vs. Kuhn 


CHICAGO (AP) - RoUie Fin­ 
gers, Joe RikB and Vida Bhie 
will remain with the Oakland 
A’s for the rest of the season 
and the playoffs, attorneys for 
A’s owner Charles 0. Finley 
and 
baseball 
Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn say. 
Finley withdrew his request 
Tuesday for a preliminary or­ 
der to overturn Kuhn’s ruling 
that he could not sell the three 
stars to the Boston Red Sox 
and the New York Yankees. 
"Neil, we’re very happy, 
aren’t we, about what took 
place?" Finley asked his law­ 
yer, Neil Papiano of Los Ange­ 
les, after the postponement of 
further action in the case until 
Nov. 8. 
"Yes, we are," Papiano told 
newsmen. He said Finley will 
seek a permanent injunction 
against Kuhn’s action at that 
time plus more than $3.5 mil­ 
lion in damages. 
An attorney for Kuhn, Peter 
Bleakley of Washington, said he 
thought the fact that no prelim­ 
inary order was issued against 
the commissioner constituted a 
victory. 
Finley refused further com­ 
ment except to say: "Kansas 
City is going to choke and the 
A’s are going to get in the play­ 
offs.” He waved away a news­ 
man who persisted in asking 


questions, saying, "Oh, please 
don’t bother me.” 
By the time the hearing gets 
under way, the World Series 
will be over. Finley had sought 
to sell Blue to the Yankees for 
$1.5 million and the other two 
players to the Red Sox for $1 
million each. Kuhn nullified the 
transaction, saying it was bad 
for baseball. 
If the A’s manage to overtake 
Kansas City and get into the 
playoffs, they will have the 
three stars at their disposal 
and a possible shot at the 
World Series. But all three are 
unsigned and, if they remain so 
at the end of the season, be­ 
come free agents. 
"The issue isn’t the World 
Series,” Papiano said. "The is­ 
sue is the free agent draft, 
which comes in November. We 
hope for some rulings around 
that time.” 
Named as defendants in the 
suit are Kuhn, the Yankees and 
the Red Sox. 


As originally filed June 25, 
the suit charged that Kuhn: 
—Violated Finley’s rights to 
due process and equal treat­ 
ment under the U.S. Con­ 
stitution by stopping the sale. 
—Violated the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act by restraining Finley 
from doing business.

LICE AREN'T NICE 
Some fish arc lousy. At least 
that's the opinion of fishery 
biologists 
studying 
the 
out­ 
breaks of fish lice which occur 
periodically in some parts of the 
country. 
Most often the louse prob­ 
lem comes to the scientist's at­ 
tention when a fish kill happens 
and the evidence of a massive 
louse infestation js proven by 
investigation 
and 
laboratory 
examination. 
Biologists 
don't 
know 
a 
great deal about what happens 
to fish infested with lice, other 
than they die il the parasites 
occur in great numbers. Under 
normal conditions lice are pres­ 
ent in loss numbers, but occa­ 
sionally a major outbreak of 
lice occurs and fish are then 
killed by their parasitic com­ 
panions. Even the exact condi­ 
tions required to set off an ab­ 
normal hatch of fish lice aren't 
known, although it is associated 
with warm water. 
Lice are believed to cause 
death to fish in a couple of 
ways. One, they inject quanti­ 
ties of a toxic substance into 
the fish's bloodstream. Second­ 
ly, lice destroy the protective 
mucus covering which all fish 
have on their skin, and fungi 
infection then sets in damaging 
the fish and causing death. 
In answer to questions asked 
by Mercury outboards' fishing 
department, scientists say there 
is no danger of harm to persons 
eating fish which have lice. The 
louse is an external creature, 
living on the fish's skin and is 
destroyed and removed when 
the fish is scaled and prepared 
for cooking.

LICE AREN’T NICE 
Some fish are lousy. At least 
that’s the opinion of fishery 
biologists 
studying 
the 
out­ 
breaks of fish lice which occur 
periodically in some parts of the 
country.' 
Most often the louse prob­ 
lem comes, to the scientist's at­ 
tention when a fish kill happens 
and the evidence of a massive 
louse infestation is proven by 
investigation 
and 
laboratory 
examination. 
Biologists 
don’t 
know 
a 
great deal about what happens 
to fish infested with lice, other 
than they die if the parasites 
occur in great numbers. Under 
normal conditions lice are pres­ 
ent in low numbers, but occa­ 
sionally a major outbreak of 
lice occurs and fish are then 
killed by their parasitic com­ 
panions. Even the exact condi­ 
tions required to set off an ab­ 
normal hatch of fish lice aren’t 
known, although it is associated 
with warm water. 
Lice are believed to cause 
death to fish in a couple of 
ways. One, they inject quanti­ 
ties of a toxic substance into 
the fish's bloodstream. Second­ 
ly, lice destroy the protective 
mucus covering which all fish 
have on their skin, and fungi 
infection then sets in damaging 
the fish and causing death. 
In answer to questions asked 
by Mercury outboards’ fishing 
department, scientists say there 
is no danger of harm to persons 
eating fish which have lice.

It will be an uphill battle 
against Republican Atty. Gen. 
John C. Danforth, whose cam­ 
paign committee reported $94,- 
451 still on hand for the general 
election. Danforth had token 
opposition in the GOP Senate 
primary, spending $340,518. 
Hearnes tapped all his re­ 
sources in the three-way Demo­ 
cratic Senate primary, spend­

had available to him.

modem equipment which now 
cannot be regulated. This will 
have an impact on a wide 
range of scales, from those 
used to weight livestock and 
grain to those at the checkout 
lines at the grocery store," 
Bond says. 
Sin c e 
the 
N a tio n a l 
Conference on Weights and 
Measures 
published 
a 
pamphlet detailing the model, 
at least 30 states have adopted 
the proposal, says J. W. 
Abbott, 
director 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. “I think that 
eventually all fifty states will 
adopt it,” Abbott says. 
T he 
D e p a r tm e n t 
of 
Agriculture has been working 
on a new statute since shortly 
before the close of the last 
General 
Assembly. 
The 
legislation will be introduced 
in January when the General 


Assembly again convenes. 
Under Missouri’s present 
statute, Abbott says, federal 
standards cannot be applied to 
state law. He says that 
existing law does not cover the 
use of digital electronic 
scales, universal product code 
scanner systems and other 
measuring innovations made 
since 1969. 
When products from other 
states are sent to Missouri, 
Abbott says, 
there 
are 
sometimes discrepancies in 
volume and weight because 
each state applies its own 
standard. Problems with the 
weighing and measuring of 
interstate 
trade 
have 
encouraged state legislatures 
to adopt the same standards. 
Adoption of the model 


statute also will eliminate 
archaic parts of the state’s 
weight previous laws, Abbott 
says. 


The dimensions of a brick 
and the use of county clerks by

TOKYO (AP) - The Soviet 
air force pilot who landed his 
MIG2S fighter jet in northern 
Japan will leave for the United 
States in a day or two unless 
some unexpected development 
delays his departure, a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said today 
The flier, Lt. Viktor I. Be­ 
lenko, 29, told police after his 
surprise landing Monday that 
he wanted asylum in the United 
States. The U.S. Embassy de­ 
clined to comment, but White 
House press secretary Ron Nes- 
sen told reporters in Washing­ 
ton: “ If the pilot requests asy­ 
lum in the United States, I’m 
sure he will be welcomed 
here ” 
Washington sources reported 
that U.S. experts were making 
a thorough examination of Be­ 
lenko’s plane, but the Japanese 
spokesman denied this. “ As far 
as I know, no foreigners have 
touched the aircraft," he said. 
The Soviet Embassy said it 
lodged "more than five pro­ 
tests" because the Japanese 
government would not let it see 
Belenko. 
The Soviet Union demanded 
that both the pilot and the 
plane be returned. The Japa­ 
nese Foreign Ministry said the 
Soviet Embassy’s request to in­ 
terview Belenko had been de­ 
nied. and the government took 
the “ humanitarian view" that 
his rquest for asylum should be 
honored But it was expected 
that the plane would be given 
back after American and Japa­ 
nese experts learned all they 
could from it.
